Saxony~Annalt has set un an of fiee called "Oberbavleitung 209" with 
a building office in exch Landkreis. ‘Tne building program is 
eosting the state about 60,C00 FM monthly. Half of the construc- 
tion is new and half is remodelling. The rrogram had been 11%. 
completed as of 28 October. ‘Tre farmers all want larger “mildings 
than the architects recommend. Twenty per cent of the “milding is 
hud-type. Sixty per cent of the required amount of glass is 
available, five per cent of the Nails, and no cement at all.

Saxony has assigned ninety ver cent of all building materials to 
the farmers' housing program. Five thousand units are to be built. 
Estate houses are being torn down without any regard for the farmers 
who have deen living in them. The complaint was made that re~ 
settlers from Silesia refuse to build in Saxony because they still 
hope to return to their old home in the near future.

e. Labor offices are to be directed to give this program 
top priority In assignment of construction labor, Contrac- 
tots who fail to cooserate will have to turn over their 
workers to others wno will. Vorkers in the vrogram sre 
to receive a not meal and other benefits of SMA Order #234, 


d, The state governments are asked to susvend all Jaws or 
decrees which might hold up the program end to eliminate 
all bureaucratic obstacies. It is also requested that 
ail other non~priority building be forbidden for the 
duration of the progran.
